City voters narrowly approved the 
tax, approval in both city and county 
was necessary for the Missouri 
increase to be approved 

Kane said negative publicity about 


While voters overwhelmingly shot 
down a sales tax increase to finance 
an extension of MetroLink into Madi- 
son County, some supporters said it 
would ‘‘absolutely’? be back in the 
future. 

Proposition M would . have 
increased the sales tax by a half-cent 
in 16 Madison County townships. The 
tax would have brought in an esti- 
mated $278 million by 2015, which 
would have funded either an 8- or 16- 
mile MetroLink extension, depending 
on whether federal matching funds 
were available 

In unofficial results, 20,169 voted 
against the proposal, while 12,564 vot 
ed in favor. 

“We've lost, that’s about as bad as 
it can look,” said Tadas Kicielinski, 
executive secretary/treasurer of. the 
Southwestern Illinois Building and 
Construction Trades Council and co- 
chairman of Madison County Citizens 
for Proposition M 

“We're very disappointed; we had 
alot. of good folks, a great coalition 
that worked hard on it trying to get 
people to the polls,’’ he said. ‘‘Not 
enough people went to the polls and 
that’s why we lost.’””

double size of tax district

An expansion of the city of 
Madison’s tax increment 
financing district will allow the 
city to take advantage of 
development spurred by Gate- 
way International Raceway. 

At Tuesday’s meeting the 
City Council approved a reso- 
lution setting a public hearing 
at 1 p.m., Tuesday, Dec. 23, at 
the Madison City Hall. 

Alan Ortbals, executive 
director of the Southwestern 
Illinois Development Authority, 


gave city officials a rough 
draft of the expanded TIF dis- 
trict redevelopment plan. 

If approv by the council, 
the expansion will almost dou- 
ble the TIF district. 

“The original TIF was 615 
acres,’’ Ortbals said. ‘This 
expansion is 547 (acres), most- 
ly to the north along Bend 
Road and Illinois 203.’’ 

In a short presentation to the 
council, he said the expanded 


TIF will allow the city to take 
part in development going on 
in other communities. 

He said much of the develop- 
ment was caused by the suc. 
cess of Gateway International 
Raceway 

“The creation of that TIF 
and the use of tax increment 
was just essential to making 
that racetrack happen,’’ Ort- 
bals said. ‘‘This is kind of an 
unusual situation in that the 
racetrack was financed 
through revenue bonds, and a

Don Weber, one of the most controversial figures in Madi- 
son County politics and law enforcement in recent decades, 
has returned to the State’s Attorney's Office. 

"State's Attorney William Haine said Weber began work 
Monday in 2 part-time position prosecuting violent crime 
cases. 

Weber resigned in 1990 under a hail of criticism over 
what teaders In the black community and some Democratic 
Party leaders thought were racist remarks. 

Haine said Weber, who has prosecuted numerous high- 
Profile criminal cases, provides extra experience and talent 
heeded on his steff after the death of long-time prosecutor 
Robert Trone and the departure of other veteran prosecu- 
tors. in recent years.

Meeting spotlights positives 

Developers and civic officials are taking a hard look at 
the potential of the St. Louis National Stockyards property 
In National City. 

In late October, about 35 people — ranging from devel- 
epers, local municipal officials, development agency and 
State agency representatives — met. to discuss future devel 
opment at the stockyards. 

Joe Frei, vice president of development for the stock- 
yards, cited several reasons why the land has potential: its 
proximity to St. Louis; a transportation network including 
highway, rail, water and airports: ongoing development 
nearby; and the ease of dealing with a single landowner.

“‘A lot of questions about St.

This is not to sa that the Constitution is perfect as it is 
written and requires no fine-tuning. However, Congress, state 
legislators and Americans in general should insist that any mod- 
ifications of this extraordinary document should meet extraordi 
nary standards. 

More often than not, proposed amendments are nothing more 
than political rhetoric or a smoke screen for politicians who 
would rather preach about a balanced budget, taxes, health 
care, crime and campaign reform, without any viable plan or 
serious intention to produce solutions the hard way, by making 
tough decisions and realistic choices 

Too often, they bow down to the wishes of special interest 
groups and lobbyist, not willing to risk their own re-election’s to 
deliver what is best’ for America, thus jeapardizing future gener 
ations of what we have enjoyed, of living as a free people in a 
free society.
